for war and other services for the year
over the revenue,

This loan will be put out at par and
will bear Interest at tha rate of 4 per
cent. Holders of the first war loan and
of consols and annulties will be given the
privilege of converting on specified terma.

The facilities for subscription are »so
wide that the man who has a dollar will
be able to Invest as easily as the mil-
lionaire. First come will be first served,
as the allotments will ba made on ap-
plication.
